LINCOLN HIGHWAY 
WILL BE IMPROVED 


Project, in Two Sections, Will Take 
in Route 30 Stretch from Lisbon 
to Hanoverton 


LISBON, April 29—The Lincoln 
highway, U. S Route 30. will be im ­ 
proved west of Lisbon this summer, 
according to 
plans 
prepared by 
State Highway Director H G. Sours. 
Bids on the proposals will be re­ 
ceived until 
Tuesday, 
May 19, at 
which time the contracts will be let 
for completion not later than Aug 
15. 1942. 
The improvement will be made in 
two sections, the first to be the ap­ 
plication of an asphaltic concrete 
surface on the brick section immed­ 
iately w“st of Lisbon, at an esti­ 
mated cost of $36,800, and extend­ 
ing west 4.225 miles 
The second 
section, which will be let as one of 
a group of five bituminous surface 
treatments at an estimated cost of 
$49,094, will begin where the first 
improvement ends and continue into 
the village of Hanoverton.
